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EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency;

investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

In 1964, Walter Kno tt .rpwner of Knotts Be rry .Farm,. 
Buena Park, Ca lifornia ,^ was said to have operated a Freedom Center 
f oFthe previous four or five years, the purpose of which was to 
educate people to the dangers of communism. Mr. Knott maintained 
an extensive library of films and literature which he would make 
available to any organizations interested in fighting communism. 

This organization was said to be well financed and considered effective 
in its efforts.

In 1966, Walter Knott was said to have supported for 
many years organizations distributing anticommunist literature and 
related material. As of May, 1962, he headed an organization known 
as the California Free Enterprise Association which was headquartered 
at Knott's Berry Farm. As of June, 1966, the Walter Knott Branch of 
the Americanism Educational League was located at Knott's Berry Farm. 
The headquarters of the Americanism Educational League was at 3141 
West Century Boulevard, Inglewood, California. 

In February, 1967, pamphlet material was distributed 
in California identifying Walter Knott as a trustee of Constructive 
Action, Incorporated, which was described as a nonprofit corporation^ 
providing the American public with educational materials exposing 
socialist and communist inroads in our American institutions.

On 12/12/61, during the course of the evening session 
of "Project Alert" (PA) which was held at the Shrine Auditorium, 
Los Angeles, which was televised over the, local facilities of 
television station KTLA, Channel B r BOi^/nT a PA official and 
son of former motion picture star RICHARD DIX, read several 
letters to the entire listeping and yiewing audience which had 
been written by Mr. WALTES^KNOTT, a militant anticommunist in 
the Los Angeles area and a supporter of "Project Alert." 


Mr. DIX announced the letters had been sent to 
Governor EDMUND G. BROWN and Attorney General STANLEY MOSK of 
California and Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY. The letters 
were all similar in content, and each invited the recipient to 
speak before one of the sessions of PA. 


The letters mentioned that these public officials had 
spoken out in the past against "extreme rightists." They were 
invited to appear before any PA session that might fit their 
schedules in order that they might bring to the attention of 
the audience the dangers of "rightists" as well as "leftists." 
During the telecast, it was mentioned that these letters had 
not been acknowledged.

We have had very cordial relations with Senator Murphy 
and he is on the Special Correspondents' List. It is noted .that 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith, by letter dated March / 2f''i.965, 
advised that during a conversation with Senator Murphy, she had 
learned that, at his request, the FBI made a thorough investigation 
of his staff members and she desired that the FBI make a similar 
check of the members of her staff. The Director noted on this 
occasion that, "Murphy talks too much. " Mr. DeLoach subsequently 
talked to Murphy and told him in strict confidence that he might 
want to be careful about talking concerning the confidential favors 
we do for him and the matter concerning Mrs. Smith was outlined 
to him. Murphy was most embarrassed and stated that this would 
not happen again. 

The "New York Herald" of August 8, 1965, carried 
an article concerning the Negro riots in Los Angeles which stated 
in part that Murphy indicated he had received an FBI briefing 
to the effect that the communist-oriented W. E. B. DuBois Clubs 
were moving into the Watts district to take advantage of the 
unsettled situation. Mr. Hoover noted, "This shows we can't 
afford to give Murphy anything. " 

Murphy has commented favorably in public concerning 
the FBI on numerous occasions and has indicated his staunch 
support for the Bureau. 


OBSERVATION: 

It is not believed, that the Director would desire to 
take time from his busy schedule to accept this invitation to speak 
at the ceremony dedicating the replica of Independence Hall at 
Knott's Berry Farm on July 4, 1966. 


RECOMMENDATION: 

That the attached letter be sent to Senator Murphy 
advising that Mr. Hoover's heavy schedule precludes him from 
accepting his invitation. .

ow Communists Infiltrate Into Politics... 


(Editor'* Note: Infiltration of organizations h * constant 
threat. The following testimony hy Karl Prossion. an ex-Cnm- 
munisl,’gives evidence that it can happen to a legitimate politi- 
eil group. Prossion was nn officer of th© party from 1*3* to I9i!> 
hut served the last 12 years of hit membership as an undercover 
■gent for the FBI. In the following conversation, he is heing 
tprtstinned by) Pick Arens, counsel for the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities.) 

MR.AREN?, Earlier in your testimony. Mr. Prossion. you spoke 
of Communist infiltration in political fields. Could you give us some 
examples of this? 

MR. PRUSSION. My following lestimony as regards Communist 
Party infiltration in political fields is in no way a reflection on either 
of our two great political parties, the Republican Party or ihe Demo¬ 
cratic Party., However, I would like our two political parties to be¬ 
come, acquainted with facts lhat are alarming concerning attempted 
Communist Party infiltration and the major successes that it has had 
in its political work. 

Back just prior to the defeat in 1M2 of Vincent Hallman, who was 
running’’for President on Ihe Independent Progressive Party ticket— 
and at that time Ihe Independent Progressive Party was the political 
arm of the Communist Party, totally and completely controlled by 
the Communist Party—Ihe Communist Party at that time changed its 
policy, torpedoed the Independent Progressive Party and let it shift 
for itself until it disintegrated, and began a full scale effort of infiltra¬ 
tion of Ihe Democratic Party. 

„ I WANT TO point out that.at the time this was dorte the Cdnv* 
mumAt-:Party, was seriously'.'(tonsidering infiltrating the Republican 
Parly.'Aince they felt that the Republican Party was a( that time the 
party of peace, and the Democratic Party was the party of war. But 
Communist leadership decided, in view of the fact that the main¬ 
stream of the labor movement still flowed toward the Democratic 
■Pgrty, that it would be correct to try to attempt to infiltrate, the 
Democratic Party. ^ 

For example, the Communist Party so thoroughly infiltrated the 
South Palo Ailo Democratic Chib that it was able to exert consider¬ 
able influence on the club's policies. 

MR. ARENS. When was this club formed? 

MR. PRUSSION. It was formed back in ISM. 

MR. ARENS Did the Communists move into this club back in 
MW, and actually have a hand in the formation of Ihe club? 

MR. PRUSSION. That is right. Shall I name the Communists Who i 
are members of this club? 

MR. ARENS. If you know positively from your own experience 
within the Communist Party that they are members of the party and 
if you haven't named them previously. 

MR. PRUSSION. I have named some of the previously, but not 
as associated with this particular group. 

MR. ARENS. Then you may go ahead and name each one who is 
known to you as a party member and a member of this club. j 

MR. PRUSSION The following arc members of the Communist 
Party in this club, Sara Alchermes. Mary Field. Leonard Gromet. 
Walter Harju, Allan Jsaksen. Edward Ross. Belle Ross. I might add 
that haksen's wife. Eleanor, and Harju s wife.' Wilma, have also 
joined this cluh. However. I have never seen them at Communist 
Parly cell meetings and do not know that they are actually party 
members. 

MR. ARENS. Is Belle Ross the wife of Ed Ross?

The committee is authorized to investigate the 
the extent, character and objects of un-American 
propaganda activities in the United States, the dif¬ 
fusion within the United States of subversive and un- 
American propaganda that is instigated from foreign 
countries or of a domestic origin and that attacks the 
principal of the form of government as guaranteed 
by our Constitution and, all other questions in rela¬ 
tion thereto that would aid Congress in any necessary 
remedial legislation. 

In 1958. the committee 


rmuneed it would investigate the 
extent and character of Commu¬ 
nist colonization and infiltration in 
the textile and other basic indus¬ 
tries located in the South, and 
Communist Party propaganda ac¬ 
tivities.in the South. Also to ob¬
